i. ONLY N.U.T.S. MEMBERS CAN ENTER ITEMS IN THE FIND OF THE

2. ENTRIES IN FIND OF THE MONTH MUST HAVE BEEN FOUND SINCE THE 
LAST MONTHLY MEETING (EXCEPTION: FINDS FOR THE FEBRUARY 
MEETING CAN BE FROM NOVEMBERS MEETING THROUGH DECEMBER 
AND JANUARY TILL THE FEBRUARY MEETING) 

3. A MEMBER NEEDS TO BE PRESENT AT THE CLUB MEETING TO ENTER 
THEIR ITEMS. 

4. AT THE FEBRUARY MEETING, MEMBERS MAY DISPLAY THEIR FINDS 
FROM THE PRIOR YEAR. PRIZES WILL BE AWARDED FOR THE THREE 
BEST DISPLAYS. THIS HAS NO BEARING ON THE FINDS OF THE MONTH 
COMPETITION.
